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THE LATE GRAND MUFTI. 


In Sheikh Mohamed Abdou, whose death 
occurred at Ramleh yesterday, Egypt has 
lost a man who can ill be apfired. His career 
was in many ways most remarkable. The son

He failed, but cor the revolutionary leaders 
heen men of equal moral fibre, and imboed 
by as liberal ideas, the history of Egypt 
might have taken a very different course. 
‘The revolution failed and Sheikh Mohame i 
Abdou was éxiled. He withdrew to Beyront, 
where -he devoted himself to the stndy of 


‘| th-ology and philosophy, acquiring a far wider 


knowledge of these subjects than almost any 
living Moslem, and devoting great attention to 
tha various European systems of phiigsophical 
thought. His energy in the cause of charity and 
education was unbounded,and did notdistinguish 
between Christian or Moslem, Jew or Druse, 
Even the most conservative and fanatical of 
his opponents admired him, and his marriage 
with the daughter of Sheikh Hamada, a well- 
born and venerable Moslem of Beyrout, was 
made the occasion of great rejoicing. 

On his return from banishment, Sheikh Mo- 
hamed Abdou showed himself, as ever, a 
partisan of justice and reform. He was ap- 
pointed judge of the Native Court of First 
Instance at Benha in 1892, and showed that 
neither his exile nor his theological training 
had unfitted him for legal eminence, He rose 


| to a judgeship in the Court of Appeal and in 


1899 replaced Sheikh Hassouna el Nawawi as 
Grand Mufti of Egypt, after being previously 
appointed a member of the council of admi- 
nistration of his old University of Al «Azhar. 
Unlike his predecessor, whose views were, and 
remain, uncompromisingly conservative, Sheikh 
Mohamed Abdou showed himself a Liberal 
and a reformer in thought and act. A Moslem 
‘Broad Churchman”—if we may use the term 
—he had no reverence for the “letter that 
killeth,”’ and while a sturdy defender’ of the 
cardinal points of the Moslem faith, had no 
patience with its numerous accretions which 
have come down from pagan times or have 
been accepted by Moslems at a later date, 
though quite unwarranted by the “noble-Koran.”’ 
This eagerness to discover the living spirit 
of Islam, the true intentions of: its 
founder, was manifested in his-attitude 
wards marriage and the seclusion of women. 
Sheikh Mohamed Abdou pointed out that the 
Koran admitted plural marriage if a husband 
gould treat his wives with equal justice and 
yard them with equal affection, but that in 
biadkios this was an impossibility, and that 
monogamy therefore was the only possible 
form of marriage to the civilised man. He 
condemned the seclusi€ ' of women as_ being 
post-Islamic in its 0 & practice introduced 
from the farther East, fal in its affects 
and unwarranted by -the-precep the 
practice of the first and most glorious centaries 
of Islam. His eagerness to promote and sup- 
port female education in Egypt was Well-known, 
and he was a strong and undaunted opponent 
of all forms of obscurantism. 
Sheikh Abdou’s zeal for good works was im- 
mense—and practical. He preferred the founda- 
tion of technical. schools to indiscriminate alms- 
giving, though always ready to assist the needy 
and helpless. His tolerance and fair-mindedness 
in religious questions—which are unhappily 
not shared by some of his critics—were the 
signs, notof latitudinarianism, as his opponents 
pretended, bat of an enlighteried and liberal 
faith. Christian missionaries and Indian philo- 
sophers, Orientalists and students of all creeds 


-and nationalities who visited him were charmed 


by his urbanity and astonished by the wide 
range of his knowledge. His relations, 
with the Ministry of Justice, with which 
he was continually brought in contact, 
were most cordial, and all British and Egyptian. 
officials who were privileged to. make his 
acquaintance found in him notonly an erudite 
séholar, but an able and liberal-minded man of 
affairs. That he should have made enemies 
was inevitable. The path of the reformer in the 
East is strewn with thorns, and the last two 
years of the Grand’Mufti’s life were to soma 
extent embittered by the intrigues of which 
he was made a victim, and which culminated 
in the denunciation of his father-indaw to the 
Turkish authorities in Syria. This blow un- 
doubtedly hastened theend of the distingnished 


.| Sheikh, who fied already been compelled to 


resign his position.in the administration of 
the University of Al Azhar through an ignoble 
intrigue in which certain prominent Nation- 
alists_played an unworthy part. His ideas 
were perhaps too far in advance of the times 
to have baen appreciated by \the mass\of his 
co-religionists, he was perhaps too careless of 
the feelings of the religious conservatives of 
Islam, and his influence among the Moslems 
of India and the Near East aroused jealousy 
in Ezypt and’ suspicion in Turkey. But his 
deeds will bear fruitin the future; a new 
schools of cultured and Liberal Moslems. may 
yet do him honor, and ae “Nationalist” 
evant will. blish thonday <i uiaecbors 
their attacks.on a peor ard who. 
did more for the mental and spiritual life of the 
modern Egyptians than any other Moslem of 
his day. A worthy .sytcessor to Sheikh Mo- 
hamed Abdou will not easily be found.

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DEATH OF GRAND MUFTI. 


FUNERAL AT CAIRO. TO-DAY. 

We deeply regret to announce the death, 
which todk place at Seffer, Ramieh, at 5.15 
p.m.yésterday, of Sheikh Mohamed Abdou, 
Grand Mufti of Egypt. The deceased, who 
succumbed to cancer of: the liver, had been 
ailing for some considerable time past, but it 
was Only within the past week that fears were 
entertained of a fatal issue. Indeed, it was 
Sheikh Mohamed Abdou’s, intention to have 
left a week or two ago on. a voyage to Europe 
and\Morocco. However, “‘Man proposes and 
God disposes,”.and the sheikh who has done 
so much, an? seemed destined to do so much 
more, fur the enlightenment of his co-religion- 
ists has passed away at the comparatively 
early age of 57 ygars. His death will be 


deeply mourned, not only by the Moslems in, 


Ezypt, aud indeed throughout the EaSt> but 
by a large number of friends and admirers or 
other faiths. 

The deceased’s body, which is to be interred 
at Cairo, was removed this morning from 
Mohamed Bey Rasim’s house at Seffer station, 
where he-died, and conveyed by tram-car to 
the Ramleh Railway terminus, where it artived 
at 10 ) g’clock. On its arrival there the body 
was met by all the notables who were able 
to be present, among whom, we noticed the 
Acting Regent, Hussein Pasha /Fakhry, Riaz 
Pasha, Mazloum Pasha, Aziz Pasha Izzet, Under- 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, Ibra- 
him Pasha Neguib, Under-Secretary, Ministry 
of the Interior, Mr. Mansfield de C. Findlay, 
British Chargé d’Affaires, the President of 
the Court of Appeal and other judges of the 
various Courts, in their robes~ of office, the 
Sub-Governor, Abdul Halim Pasha Assem, 
Mahmoud Pasha Fehmy, Mr. Ralli and many 
other members of the Manicipality, the 
Cadi of Alexandria and the Mufti Nakib el 
Ashraf, El Said Abdul Rahim el Dunerdachi, 
Mohamed Shakir, Sheikh el Ulema, etc. Escort- 
ed by detachments of Cavalry, Infantry, Police, 
and Coastguardsmen, ‘the pupils of the Orwa el 
Woska and Makarim el Akhlak Schools, and 
the Porters’ Benévolent Society, the imposing 
procession started for Moharrem Bey station, 
where a special train, which had been placed 
at the disposal of the family by the Railway 
Administration, was in readiness to convey 
the body to Cairo. i 

bis train left at 11 a.m, for Cairo, where 
it was due to arrive at2 p.m. Among those who 
accomp:nicd the mortal remains of the late 
Grand Mufti to the Capital were Mohamed 
Shakir, Sheik el-Ulema, and the other 
ulema of Alexandria, besides the family and 
relatives of the deceased, who had come down 
from Cairo to be present with him at the end. 
On their arrival at Cairo the remains will 
be taken “to the Al Azhar Mosque for the 
usual ceremony, after which the interment will 
take place at El Megawreen Cemetery.

The late Sheikh Mohamed Abdou was born 
at Mehallet Nasr, Sheibrakhit district, Behera, 
in 1848, his father being Sheikh Abdou, a 
cultivator. He was educated at Al Azhar 
University and itthe year 1295 A.H. received 
the fical certificate of the “Alimieh.” He was 
appointed» editor of the “Official Journal,” 
and having been accused of being one of the 
mutineers of the revolution, -was exiled and 
condemucd in 1882. Going to Beyrout, he 
there married the daughter of Sheikh Hamada. 
At Beyrout he engaged in religious ‘and theo- 
logical studies, and was finally pardoned in 
1892. Shortly after arriving in Egypt he be- 
came judge of the Court of First Instance at 
Benha and afterwards at Zagazig. He was then 
promoted toa judgeship in the Native Court 
of Appeal. In June, 1899, he was appointed 
Grand Mufti of Egypt by H.H, the Khedive 
in place of Sheikh Hassouna el Nawawi, and 
was a ‘aember of the Council of Administra- 
tion of Al- Azhar from 1894 until his retire- 
ment*recently.

EGYPT SEXPEORATION FUND. 


Few things are more remarkable in the 
intellectual development of the last quarter 
of a century than the growth of archeology as 
a serious‘study, no longer to be regarded, liks 
Latin verses, as an elegance or added. charm 
to scholarship. It hagaltered the whole attitude 
of mén’s. minds towards antiquity, and, t» 
seek an analogy in a widely different quarter, 

may be compared to the substitution, of oral 
evidence foraffidavits inthe Court of Chancery. 
The ancient tomb or inscription, statue or 
remains of a temple, like the living, word cf 
the witness, are more likely to tell the trath 
than any writing. In no department has tho 
progress been more ‘striking than in Egypto- 
logy. . A few years ago there was at most ono 
exhibition inthe year for showing the work 
done ; now there are always. two or three, and 
the-progress has been ,so great as to make 
necessary. @ division 0 abour. ‘Thos there is 
now open, for a month, in the library of the 
Society of Biblical Archeology, , 37,, Great 
Russell-street, London, a most interesting display 
of antiquities, mainly from the eleventh dynasty 
temple at Deire, Bahari, found daring last 
season’s work by Dr. Edouard Naville avi 
Mr. Hall. This farerary tomple of King Neb- 
hapet-Ra Mentuhetep (III.) was discovered in 
the preceding season, 19034, and lies to the 
south of the great, temple built by Queen 
Hatshepsu. ‘Two-thirds of it have now been 
cleared away, and it is hoped that farther 
search may disclose the pyramid tomb of the 
King himself, which was called Akh-asset, 
“Glorious are its seats.” From the site the 
explorers have been allowed to bring home— 
for distribution among various museums— 
many valuable, though fragmentary, remains. 
Had they been more perfect they would per- 
force have been retained in Egypt. They are 
of exceptional interest as including specimans 
of high relief work of which no other examples 
appear to be extant, and they belong to the 
eleventh dynasty, of which we had very little 
knowledge. These remains have, in fact, open- 
ed a new chapter of Egyptian art. The crafis- 
men of Egypt, like the architects of medieval 
Cathedrals, are usually unknown by name; 
but in this instance the name of the chief 
artist has come down to us. He was Mertisen, 
who describes himself on his tombstone as a 
master of artistic skill which he handed down 
to his son. It is thought that he was the 
inaugurator of a new birth of Ezyptian art, 
just as his master, Neb-hapet-Ri Mentohetep, 
was the refounder of the Egyptian kingdom 
under the headship of the Thebans. Of ariother 
King, Usertsen IIL, three ive statues ot 
black cranite—mutilated, it is trae, but not to 
such »n .x'eut as to conceal the character o: 
the face—are shown. They represent him at 
different periods of his life, with a face rather 

of a European than of an Ezyptian or Semitic 
type. ‘The mouth is large, bat the lips are thin 
and firm, and the nose would appear to have 
been somewhat aquiline. The ears are of enor- 
mous size. What appears to be the earliest 
instance of the newly-discovered eleventh dy- 


nasty style of high coloured reliefis the seated » 


portrait figure of a Queen or priestess named 
Nefer-shushusa. There are also other similar 
figures—oue with a flower in the left hand, 
and another smelling a flower. A relief of a 
King holding the hand of a Queen seems to 
commemorate a chief of the hunters of the 
desert by its peculiarly cut inscription. From 
the shrine of the priestesses comes another 
high relief sculpture of a man who is represent- 
ed with the person below him as walking in 
the temple. The remarkable feature of this 
fragment is a. “‘proto-Doric” octagonal colamn, 
and the whole affords interesting evidence 
of the actual..appearance of the columns of 
the ambulatory surrounding’ the pyramid, To 
the left are two fragments showing the hinder 
parts of a dog and of man binding a bull for 
sacrifice, and above is one of the sacred cows 
of Hathor licking her calf. Pieces of purely 
Theban work are two fragments from scenes 
representing. King Mentuhetep and his wife. 
On-the right-hand one is seen the upper 
part of the Royal crown, and the beautifully 
carved hieroglyphs aud the wonderful preserva. 
tion of colour give singalar interest and charm 
to these remains, T'he inscriptions refer to the 
Queen (Aashait). A complete slab of this type 
is kept back in the Cairo Museam. A variety 
of other objects assignable to this period are 
also shown—the King overthrowing an Aamn, 
warriors armed with axes, boatmen, and reliefs 
of animals. ‘The drawing of the latter, notably 
& flamingo, is marvellously free and accurate. 
The specimens of later dynasties are of no 
inferior value and interest. ‘I'he most beaatifal, 
perhaps, of the objects displayed is an alabaster 
head of .a cow, ascribed to -the eighteenth 
dynasty. fhe sculptuie is wonderfully true to 
life. The eyes: wersiinlaid with lapis, of which 
traces remain, and thg ears and liorns were 
probably of silyer, The cow was probably trom 
& fignre of the goddess Huthor, dedicated in 
the Hathor shrine of the Great Temple, A 
portion. of a large funerary stela commemorates 
Userhat, priest of the deceased Kings Amen- 
-hotep III. and 'Pot-ankh-ameon, and his wife, 
¢the singer of Amen, Nefretari. These: are 
ascribed to the early nineteenth dynasty.There 
1s also a great number of smaller objecta— 
beads,blue-glazed faience, vases, hieratic oatraka 
containing lists of names, accounts, letters, a 
litérary text, and a list of hieroglyphs which 
may have been school exercises..Jt remains to 
b3 said that Dr. Borchardt contributes a neties 
of very beautiful photographs of the temple, 
and that Mme. Naville has madé some admira- 
b'e coloured drawings of cows fromthe eleventh 
«dynasty sarcophagi. It is somewhat curious 
that the draghtsmanship displayed in work 
‘presumably of the same age is very unequal,

Moorish society knows no class distinctions, 
save that a-man is rich or poor, Official or non- 
official, saintly or ordinary. Fear causes defer- 
ence to be paid to men of certain bodily girth, 
because that girth conuotes official standing. 
Piety demands and obtains deference for the 
blind, mad, and palpably ascetic, and. for 
shareets, because all such are saints or akin to 
saints. There is no aristocracytin Sunset Land, 
no question of social standing. Half-bred 
negroes have held high official posts, if not the 
Green Parasol itself ; a slave-born Sultan rules 
the Jand to-day, or tries to ; and the brother of 
Hadji Muhammed Torres, the oldest and most 
highly respected Minister the Moorish Go- 
vernment has had in a century, used to make 
slippers and mend riding boots for me, and for 
other equally humble folk, in the shadow of 
the official residence. 

In the matter of power and ability to acquire 
wealth one would place the Court . favorites 
first, then the country governors (of whom I 
wrote in another article). and then the Bashas 
and Khaleefas of towns. Your Basha is a sort 
of Lord Mayor, with the powers of a General 
Trepoff ; his Khaleefa is the Police Magis- 
trate. Even a Khaleefa, if he has his wits 


about him, can pick up a fairly handsome |; 


living in a Moorish town ; but natarally the 
Basha takes the cream unto himself, and, if he 
hears cf a case promising substantial bribery 
being tried in the Khaleefate, he orders its 
transfer to his own court, which is held daily 
in the city kasbah, under.an awning of the 
Basha’s front door, or,.as | have seen it before 
now, under the eaves of a stable-yard. 

Wherever they may be held, the Basha’s 
courts do not vary much. The Basha sits or 
reclines On cushions, a taleb or scribe near by, 
and the propitiatory gifts of litigants, from a 
loaf of sugar or a packet of candles to a bag of 
dollars, ranged suggestively beside him. A few 
of his soldiers, generally the most unashamed 
and rascally libertines of the neighbourhood, 
are always within hail, for in the midst ofa 
heated argument; or when presents come in but 
poorly, the Basha is apt to order a general 
thwacking to be administered on the spot, or 
to bundle everyone concerned in the case 
before him off to prison, there to cool their 
heels and minds, and reflect. ugon the evils of 
litigiousness. 

No record is kept of punishments adminis- 
tered, and the judge rarely mentions any term 
in ordering a man to prison, the duration of a 
sentence depending generally upon the nature 
of the overtures subsequently made to the 
Basha by the offenders’ friends. Petty cases, 
street troubles,and the like,in which defendants 
and plaintiffs are \not likely to make presents 
of many shillings in value and serious penalties 
are not involved, are mostly dealt with in the 
lesser court, which is présided over by ‘the 
Basha’s lieutenant, the Khaleefa. Cases which 
we should eall civil, as distinguished from eri- 
minal, matters involving reference to religious 
law, mosque property, andthe like, go toa 
third court, presided over by the ‘Kadi, a 
learned man, not greatly given to the accept- 
ance of bribes, and obliged by law to make 
record of all his decisions. 

Seriously considered, one is bound to admit 
that the Moorish courts are veritable sinks of 
chicanery, injustice, and venal paltering with 
the country’s curse—palm- oil. The only thing 
) to be said in their favor-is that they do some- 
“ thing toward discouraging appeals to the law, 
since prosecutor and prosecuted stand a wonder- 
fully good chance-of being soundly trounced as 
well as muleted in bribes, and this, since all 
- Orientals are over-mach given to litigation, is 
"good. But when a Moor really desires justice 
in a vital matter, vengeance upon a murderer 
or an adulterer, for example, he sharpens his 
curved dagger, primes his long flint-lock 
musket, invokes Allah’s blessing on his errand, 
and gets out to combine the offices of judge 
and executioner in his own person by slaying 
the cffender at sight. His right to do this is 
recognised. Indeed, such a course is expected 
of him, though the acceptauce of blood-money 
is in certain cases allowed to wipeout a blood 
debt. 

Theoretically, a Kadi may not send a man to 
prison for more than three days, without provid- 
ing a written statement of his offence and 
sentence. Actually, any man having means may 
send almost any unprotected Moor fone not 
under the protection of a foreign consulate) to 
prison for any period, or have him beaten, 
within safe limits, by simply communicating 
his desire, with a sufficiency of material compli- 
ments to the Basha. And Eurepeans—even 
European consuls — do not help to purify 
the Moorish. courts in these matters. 

“T. sent that rascal op to the kasbah to 
be flogged this morning. Hehad been tam- 
pering with my ” is @ remark I have 
heard more than once upon European lips in 
Morocco ; and I know a much respected Euro- 
pean consul there,who had his Moorish servant 
cruelly flogged, and kept naked in a dungeon, } 
on the raw edge of starvation, for exactly .one 
year, a8 as punishment for having plucked® and 
eaten one ripé pear growing in an uncultivated 
garden belonging to the consul. 

In studying the methods of Moorish courte, 
I found my presence. in. the.Khaleefa's. court 
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apt to hamper the progress of injustice. I was 


known: for a “scribe and maker of devil business 


in books,”’ and found: bis worship inclined to 


temper glaring roguery and tyranny with slow, 
‘beievolent smiles of Oriental suayity in my 
direction, So, in the interests of truth, I took 
‘to sending a confidential servant to court, and 
getting my report second-hand. Here is a 
typical case : 

Mohamet, a town-bred Moor, ‘somplained 
that Cassim, Riff, had man-handled him in the 
open market, and desired that the Riffian be 
beaten in the kasbash for this. At the same 
time he spread befure the Khaleefaa quite 
substantial present : three dollars and a large 
loaf of sugar. His Worship granted cordially, 
and sent soldiers for Cassim, a splendid speci- 
men of @ mountain man, with wild eyes which 
he kept downcast. And that was the loss of 
him ; for even in Mahomet’s-prasence his eyes 
might well have telegraphed the Khaleefa 
‘promise of @ bribe. ‘The Khaleefa allowed him 
minute or two, and then, seeing that he had 
van, obdurate rascal to deal with—your Kaleefa 
naturally prefers to do business with both sides, 
impartially—he shouted ; 

“So, dog, you will fall upon good Muslimin 
here in ‘'angier, and beat them, eh ?” Then 
to the soldiers : ‘“I'ake him tothe prison and 
iscourge him well—twv hundred strokes. Leave 
him there.” 

Cassim was dragged off, sullen: proud, 
lsilent mountain man that he was, between two 
‘soldiers. Half an hour later, before entering 
ithe prison gates, he was halted by a mee 
and hrought back to the court, where hé saw 
‘his uncle, Abd el Selam, flushed and breath- 
iless, standing near the Khaleefa’s cushions. 
iThere was an extra bag of money at the 
Khaleefa’s feet now; it contained no fewer 


(than ten dollars. The Khaleefa eyed sullen 


:Cassim with great good humour: 

“How is this, Riffi?’ he began. “How comes 
it you did not tell me you did not truly beat 
Mohamet ?” Cassim raised his smouldering 
reyes at legth. “Lord, why should I talk of 
such street-bred cattle?’ quoth he. “The 
beating I gavo him was——’”’ Here the Khaleeta 
interposed sharply: “Eb, eh? Shwei,. shwei ! 
This my Court is not the market-place. I can- 
not have so much noise. Go away, all of you !” 
“But, Lord——” began complainant Mohamet. 
“Ontside! Away with ye all, I say. Go anp 
talk to the Kadi!’ Thatis: “Go and hold 
your peace!” for the Kadi has no jarisdiction 
n such matters. So the Riffian swaggered out 
into the sunshine, and Mohamet, ‘crestfallea, 
followed him, doubtless ‘ meditating a fresh 
scheme, in which he would be mors careful in 
the Matter of outbribing ; or, possibly, more 


‘wisely, resolving to be quit of courts and law.

BRITISH TRADE WITH TURKEY. 


Mr. A. T. Waugh, addressing the Man- 
chester Chamber of Commerce, said that 
England’s competitors in Turkey were getting 
on because of the immense trouble they took 
to obtain trade. The Italians, for instance, by 
studying the markets and giving credit, have 
succeeded in getting a large footing. He did 
not suggest that English manufacturers should 
send out representatives to sell goods direct, 
and so do away with the middleman, but he 
thought they might send experts to see what 
goods were popular in Totkey and whether 
they could be-made at home at the price. ‘The. 
vice-president of the Chamber remarked that 
it was astonishing’ how big the trade ‘between 
| the Manchester district and Turkey was. After 
{ India and China Turkey was the largest con- 
sumer. Manchester was hardly concerned in 
exports from Turkey except as they served as a 
barometer forthe trade of the coming season. 

That the trade between Manchester and 
Turkey is most important is very true, and 
this is in a large measure due to the enter- 
prising spirit of the Greek merchants establish- 
ed in Manchester.

OUR RESERVES. 


The successful review of cadet corps on 
Saturday week and the discussion in cdnnec- 
tion with it between Lord Meath and others 
may serve to direct attention to the vital 
question of military training for the boyhood 
of the nation.

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AN EGYPTIAN PLAY. 


A special matinée was given at the St. 
James’s Theatre, London, last Monday week 
in aid of the funds of the parish of Holy 
Cross in St. Pancras. The most interesting 
item in the programme was a new French 
one-act ‘play entitled “Amogis,” of which the 
scene is the underground vestibule of an 
Egyptian tomb. A staircase leads down to 
it from the daylight. world and down this 
comes Eunde with her slave Winou. Eunoe 
is a princess who loved Amosis and believes 
that she was preferred to his wife Ames- 
Athori. Amosis has-told her to bring a phial 
to his tomb and on pouring its contents 
into his lips he will awake -from his sleep, 
which is not death. Eunoe gives vent to 
her passion for him and bids the slave open 
the door “of the tomb. But they are inter- 
rupted. Ames-Athori comes down the stair to 
mourn her lost husband. The two’ women 
debate their claims on him and their love. 
The wife is sure he loved her, for he always 


he made love only because of her rank. At 
length the tomb is thrown open and found 
to be empty. Amosis has goné, but left a 
scroll: which tells the two ladies that he 
cared for neither of them, and has departed 
in good health to Assyria. They return to 
the world, the wife to seek another husband, 
and Eunoe to search for a truer love. Phe 
piece hardly made a great impression. Madame 
Georgette Leblanc-Maeterlinck was a stately 
and gracéful Eunoe, and Miss Dorothy Grim- 
ston, who recited her French lines admirably, 
a striking and charming figure as the Egyptian 
wife.
